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INFORMATION  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  -  read  carefully 


History  of  United  States  Coinage t  The  first  United  States  mint,  located  in  Philadel¬ 
phians.,  was  instituted  in  1792  and  first  began  the  minting  of  coins  for  circula¬ 
tion  in  1793*  Prior  to  1793,  the  coins  in  use  in  the  United  States  were  a  confusing 
mixture  of  foreign  coins,  mainly  from  Spain,  England  and  France.  The  only  coins  is¬ 
sued  in  the  U.S.  were  privately  minted  tokens  and  copper  (and  a  few  silver)  coins 
issued  by  Massachusetts,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Vermont  and  Connecticut. 

The  first  coins  issued  by  the  U.S.  mint  were  cents  and  half  cents  in  1793*  As 
years  went  by,  other  denominations  were  issued  -  2<:  pieces,  3d  pieces,  half  dimes, 
nickels,  dimes,  20£  pieces,  quarters,  half  dollars,  silver  dollars  and  gold  coins 
of  $1,  $3, $4,  $5,  $10,  $20  and  $50  denominations. 

In  1838  another  mint  was  opened,  this  one  at  New  Orleans,  Louisiana.  To  disting¬ 
uish  coins  minted  there  a  small  letter  or  "mintmark"  was  placed  on  each  coin.  For 
New  Orleans  the  mintmark  is  the  letter  "0".  In  subsequent  years  other  mints  were 
opened,  each  issuing  coins  with  an  identifying  mintmark.  Coins  struck  at  mints  ether 
than  Philadelphia  are  identified  in  our  catalog  by  the  mintmark  following  the  date. 
Hence  the  term  1889-S  in  our  catalog  refers  to  a  coin  struck  in  1889  and  the  San 
Francisco  mint.  'The  Tocatiots  of  mintmarks  on  each  type  of  coin  are  given  under  each 
denomination  in  our  catalog.  Some  coins  such  as  half  cents,  large  cents  and  two-cert 
pieces  were  all  struck  at  Philadelphia  and  have  no  mintmarks. 

The  mints  of  the  United  States  and  their  identifying  mintmarks  are: 

Philadelphia , Pa.  -  the  first  U.S.  mint.  Operation  continuous  since 
1793.  No  mintmark  except  on  5£  pieces  1942-45. 

New  Orleans, La.  -  the  second  U.S.  mint.  Operated  from  1838  to  1909. 

Mintmark:  0 

Charlotte,N.C.  -  Operated  1838  to  1861.  Coined  only  gold  coins. 

Mintmark:  C 

-  Dahlonega,Ga.  -  Operated  1838  to  1861.  Coined  only  gold  coins.  Mint- 

mark  :  D 

San  Francisco,  Cal.  -  Operated  1854  to  1955.  Mintmark:  S 

Carson  City,Nevc  -  Operated  1870  to  1893.  Mintmark:  CC 

Denver , Colorado  -  Operation  continuous  since  1906.  Mintmark:  D 
As  the  above  information  indicates,  the  only  mints  in  operation  today  are  those 
located  at  Denver  and  Philadelphia.  The  San  Francisco  mint  discontinued  mintage  of 
coins  in  1955  and  is  presently  used  only  for  the  storage  of  coins  and  assaying 
metal.  Millions  of  San  Francisco  minted  coins  are  still  in  circulation. 

What  makes  a  coin  valuable:  As  you  look  through  the  pages  of  this  catalog  you  will 
notice  that  the  oldest  coins  are  not  necessarily  the  most  valuable.  Some  coins 
struck  in  the  1790’s  are  worth  less  than  certain  coins  struck  since  1900.  Notice, 
for  instance,  that  a  one-cent  piece  of  1794  is  worth  less  than  a  one  cent  piece  of 
1877,  even  though  the  1794  is  many  years  older.  Value  of  coins  is  determined  mafniy 
by  rarity  -  the  number  of  specimens  of  a  particular  coin  now  in  collectors’  hands. 

A  coin  of  which  only  a  few  pieces  are  known  may  be  worth  many  thousands  of  dollars. 
A  coin  of  which  many  thousands  are  known  may  not  be  worth  much,  if  anything,  above 
face  value.  Another  factor  is  condition.  With  the  exception  of  silver  dolkrs  after 
1873,  gold  coins  (many  twentieth-century  gold  coins  were  kept  in  banks  and  were 
never  actively  circulated)  and  coins  only  a  few  years  old  most  coins  are  worth  more 
in  better  condition  (amount  of  wear  a  coin  has  received).  Popularity  and  demand  are 
other  factors.  A  rare  date  of  a  one  cent  piece  would  be  more  valuable  than  a  rare 
date  of  a  silver  dollar  (with  all  other  considerations  being  equal)  as  many  more 
collectors  are  interested  in  the  one  cent  denomination. 

Condition  of  a  coin:  One  of  the  most  important  factors  determinant  of  a  coin’s 
value  is  the  condition  or  amount  of  wear  a  coin  has  received.  The  four  conditions 
listed  in  our  catalog  are  GOOD,  FINE,  UNCIRCULATED  and  PROOF.  A  description  of  each 
condition  follows: 

GOOD  -  The  coin  has  received  a  considerable  amount  of  wear,  but  the  date 

and  lettering  are  still  clear  and  readable.  There  are  no  scratches. 


pits,  holes  or -corrosion  spots0 

FINE  -  The  coin  has  received  wear,  but  mainly  on  the  higher  parts.  All 

of  the  details;  head  of  Liberty,  leaves,  etc.;  are  sharp  and  clear. 

BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED  -  The  coin  is  in  absolutely  new  or  "mint"  condition. 

The  coin  will  show  no  traces  of  wear  or  rubbing,  even  when  examined 
or  with  a  magnifying  glass.  The  coin  will  possess  complete  mint  lustre 

BU  or  brilliance  -  just  as  it  had  when  it  left  the  mint.  Uncirculated 

coins  are  rare  and  are  usually  worth  more  than  Good  or  Fine  pieces. 
The  increase  in  price  for  an  Uncirculated  coin  becomes  larger  for 
coins  before  1850,  particularly  for  copper  half  cents  and  large  centa 

PROOF  -  Proofs  are  coins  struck  from  polished  dies.  Proofs  are  specially 
made  by  polishing  the  coining  die  and  then  striking  the  coins  very 
slowly  and  carefully.  Proofs  have  a  brilliant  mirrorlike  surface 
on  both  the  obverse  (front)  and  reverse  (back)  of  a  coin.  Certain 
coins  were  struck  only  in  Proof  condition,  there  being  no  specimens 
struck  for  use  in  circulation.  The  nickel  of  1877  is  a  good  example. 
Proofs  are  struck  only  at  the  Philadelphia  mint.  Proofs  are  made  only 
at  the  mint  and  cannot  be  made  later  by  buffing  or  polishing  a  coin. 

To  be  worth  the  price  we  list  for  a  given  condition  a  coin  must  be  free  of  any 
defects  such  as  holes,  nicks,  scratches  or  similar  flaws.  Coins  that  have  defects 
are  usually  not  desired  by  collectors  and  are  worth  only  a  fraction  of  the  prices 
given  for  coins  in  GOOD  condition.  Sometimes  a  coin  will  not  fit  one  of  the  classi¬ 
fications  we  list.  A  coin  may  be  better  than  Good,  but  not  quite  Fine.  In  such  in¬ 
stances  a  price  between  the  Good  and  Fine  prices  will  be  paid. 

Never  clean  coins:  Never  clean  or  polish  a  coin  before  sending  it  to  us.  This  is 
extremely  important.  Cleaning  will  not  increase  the  value  of  a  coin  and  may  lower 
it  considerably*. 

The  buying  prices  listed  in  this  catalog:  The  buying  prices  in  this  catalog  are 
tVie  prices  we  will  pay  for  coins  In  the  conditions  listed.  For  our  protection  we 
reserve  the  right  to  change  our  buying  prices  without  notice.  As  in  any  market, 
coin  values  sometimes  fluctuate.  A  decrease  in  price  could  be  caused  by  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  a  large  number  of  pieces  of  a  rare  coin,  a  change  in  the  economic  con¬ 
dition  of  the  country  and  other  factors.  In  the  past  we  have  never  found  it  nec¬ 
essary  to  lower  our  buying  prices.  In  fact,  the  prices  listed  In  this  catalog  are 
well  above  prices  listed  in  previous  editions  of  our  catalog.  As  this  edition  of 
the  catalog  is  being  written  we  have  never  received  a  complaint  of  unfair  treatment 
in  buying  coins. 


MAILING  INSTRUCTIONS  -  please  read  very  carefully. 

Determine  the  value  of  your  coins  as  listed  in  our  catalog.  Be  conservative 
in  grading  and  conditioning  your  coins  -  In  this  way  you  will  avoid  disappointment 
Do  not  call  coins  FINE,  UNCIRCULATED  or  PROOF  unless  they  absolutely  meet  the 
requirements  for  each  condition.  We  will, of  course,  determine  the  condition  of 
your  coins  when  they  arrive  and  will  make  our  offer  on  the  basis  of  our  conditions. 
Make  a  list  of  your  coins  and  Include  It  in  your  package.  Be  sure  to  include  your 
name  and  address  on  this  list  as  well  as  on  the  outside  of  the  package. 


Package  your  coins  securely  and  send  them  to  us  by  registered  or  insured  mail. 
Larger  shipments  may  be  sent  by  insured  Railway  Express.  Label  the  package  clearly 


and  be  sure  to  include  your  return  address.  We  will  not  be  responsible  for  coins 
sent  to  us  by  uninsured  mail  or  parcel  post. 


Although  we  will  buy  any  coins  listed  in  our  catalog,  if  the  total  value  of 
the  coins  is  not  great  (under  $4)  it  would  probably  be  a  waste  of  your  time  and 
postage  to  send  the  coins.  If  your  shipment  has  a  premium  value  of  $10  or  more 
we  will  refund  your  catalog  purchase  price.  Compute  premium  value  by  taking  the 
price  we  pay  and  subtracting  the  face  value  of  each  coin. 

When  your  shipment  is  received  it  will  be  opened  and  we  will  calculate  its  value 
to  us.  We  will  then  send  you  a  check  representing  our  offer  for  your  coins.  We  then 
hold  your  shipment  intact  until  you  cash  our  check  -  this  constitutes  unqualified 
acceptancecf  our  offer.

The  dimes  from  1796  to  1807  are  sligltiy 
larger  in  diameter  than  present  day 
dimes  and  bear  no  mark  of  value.  The 
design  is  a  Liberty  head  facing  right 
on  the  obverse  and  an  eagle  on  the  re¬ 
verse. 

From  1809  to  1837  Liberty  faces 
left.  A  mark  of  value:  10  C.  appears 
on  the  bottom  of  the  reverse. 

J'ln  1837  the  type  was  changed  to 
a  seated  figure  of  Liberty  holding  a 
shield  in  one  hand  and  a  pole  with  e 
cap  on  the  end  in  the  other.  A  wreath 
design  enclosing  the  words  ONE  DIME 
was  used  for  the  reverse.  Mintmarks 
from  1838  to  1916  may  be  found  below 
the  wreath  or  within  the  wreath  near 
the  bottom,  the  position  depending  on 
the  date  of  the  coin. 

In  1892  the  design  was  changed  to 
the  Liberty  head  type  designed  by  Chas. 
Barber.  A  Liberty  head  facing  right 
dominates  the  obverse  of  the  coin. 

In  1916  the  type  was  again  changed 
to  the  Mercury  type  with  a  bundle  of 
sticks  (fasces)  and  axe  on  the  reverse.

Colonial  colns-before  1800  coins 
were  Issued  by  various  states  and 
private  merchants.  The  states  of 
Vermont  (1785-1788),  New  Jersey 
(1786-1788),  Massachusetts  (1F17 
and  1788),  Connecticut  (1785-1788), 
etc.  issued  coins.  Massachusetts 
also  issued  silver  coins,  mostly 
dated  1652.  These  are  the  well-known 
willow,  pine  and  oak  tree  shillings. 

Manv  commercial  tokens  and  tokens 
portrait  of  George  Washington  were  is¬ 
sued.  Many  of  the  Washington  pieces 
are  dated  from  1791  to  1795.
